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Changing to a Progressive Attitude 

An attitude of defeatism that prevails here should be 
changed, 

It must be changed if the community is to be progres- 
sive, if the city is to maintain a percentage of growth com- 
parable with other southland communities and if the peo- 
ple are to have a pride in their home city. 

It is this attitude of ‘‘defeatism’’ and also a policy of 
“‘conservatism’’ that has existed here for years that are the 
principal reasons for Upland’s growth being somewhat lag- 
gard, 

Old-timers tell of the city having had an opportunity to 
secure the ‘‘Hotpoint’’ plant. A large theater building 
might have been erected here if there had been less opposi- 
tion and more wholesome encouragement. Other major im- 
provements may have been realized here, if a more progres- 
give attitude had prevailed. 

In times of high prices and general prosperity, anything 
other than the citrus industry was discouraged. Now in a 
period of low prices for citrus fruit, many people can see 
little hope for the community ever being much better. Typ- 
ical of this attitude is an expression of a long-time resident 
when he heard a new businessman was going to locate here. 
‘‘He is coming here to starve, too,’’ was the comment. 

Perhaps the outlook wasn’t bright, yet it is known that 


this particular new businessman has rapidly established him- 
self. 

Notwithstanding current lecal conditions due to the poor 
citrus prices, Upland can have a bright future. New home 
builders can be attracted here, new wage-producing and new 
tax-producing enterprises can be made very welcome. 

Southern California’s far-famed climate is always going 
to attract newcomers. ‘Tourist figures today reveal that at 
least 16 per cent more visitors have been here during this 
winter than last winter. And thus it will be year after year.
